It should have been specified that 30 of the above were clinical 
cases of diphtheria, the other 262 being diphtheria carriers. From 
the health officer's and epidemiologist's point of view the carrier 
foci are of greater importance than the clinical foci. Clinical cases 
are usually more readily recognized and more easily controlled than 
the carriers, which as truly constitute foci from which the disease 
may spread. The attention given to the control of carrier cases as 
well as clinical cases has undoubtedly been an important factor in 
controlling the outbreak at Tuscaloosa.
